“A pe-Man’s’ 
Tooth Turns 
Out Wild Pig’s 


New York, Feb. 19.—[{Special.]—The 
“million dollar tooth,” or hesperopith- 
eous tooth, which was found in an 
ancient river bed in Nebraska in 1922 
and put forward by scientists of the 
|Amcrican Museum of Natural History 
as proof that an ape-man or forerun- 
ner of the human species lived millions 
of years ago in America, has been posi- 
tively identified, it was learned today, 
as the tooth of an extinct wild pig. 

This tooth has been the subject of 
warm controversy in this country and 
Europe for nearly six years. G. BEl- 
liott Smith and other distinguished 
British anthropologists accepted the 
tooth as proof that a sub-human, or 
high anthropoid type, had existed in 
the United States. It was mentioned 
to William Jennings Bryan frequent- 
ly in the course of the Darwin theory 
controversy because the ancient molar 
had been found in his state. 

Expert Retracts Identification. 

In February, 1925, the America. My- 
seum of Natural Histcry in its bulle 
tin reaffirmed its position that the 
tooth was of a near-human type, de. 
clared that no tooth had ever been 
subjected to such a severe scientific 
cross-examination.

Dennis J. Egan, west side Demo- 
cratic leader, died suddenly yesterday 
a few hours after returning from
